did not see Col. Roosevelt- at the 
station, he sent the following mes- 
sage, through his physicians:

"I stood the trip -well and am feel- 
ing fine." His physicians corrobor- 
ated this and added: 
"We believe 


him in no condition to stand the ex- 
citement 
of -'" receiving 
his

friends at Oyster Bay. 


After a conference with the doc- 
tors. George E. Roosevelt said:
